Since the mill- I
lords, ao ihr fron endeavoring to protect the lives
and limbs of their laborers, are thus only bent on j
escaping payment for arms and legs lost ia their ser¬

vice, and shifting the cost of the wear aud tear of
their animated machines from their own shoulders,
it need not suqirise us that, according to the
official reports, " overworking, in violation of
the factory act, is on the karrooob. Over¬
working in the terms of that act, means employing
yotlUg |>ersoiis for a longer time per day than is

legally allowed. This is done in various ways: liy
beginning work* betöre six in the morning, by not
stopping it at six in the evening, and by abridging
the terms the law has fixed for the mortis of the
workpeople. Then' are three perioda of the day
when thesteam-engine atarta, viz., when the work
begina in the morning, and when it is resumed after
the two meals of breakfast and dinner: and there
are three perioda when it stops, viz., at the begin¬
ning of each liieal-t.me and when the w .rk < ea-cs ;;i

the evening. Thus there are six opportunities when
five minutes may he stolen, or half an hour each day.
Five minutes a day s increased work, multiplied by
weeks, ia equal to twoand one-half dayi of produce
in the year; but the fraudulent overworking goat
far beyond that amount. I quote Mr. Leonard
Klemer, the Fuctory Inspector for l.aneashire:
"The profit to be gamed by such illegal overwork-

i! u' appears to be a greater temptation rhan the man¬

ufacturers can resirt. They calculate upon the chance
of not being round out; and when they see the small
amount of penalty und coats which th. se who have
b. i n COOvb ted have had t.. pay. they find that ifthey
should be detected there Will still be a considelable
balance of gain."
